II.  The  admission  fee  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars.  The  Diploma 
and  bronze  Insignia  of  the  Society  will  be  furnished  to  each  Com 
panion  as  soon  as  completed.  The  cost  will  probably  be  fifteen 
dollars  (included  in  the  admission  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars.) 

III.  The  annual  dues  of  Companions  residing-  in  Minnesota,  Ohio  and 
California  shall  be  five  dollars  and  of  non-resident  companions 
two  dollars. 

IV.  The  dues  received  from  non-resident  Companions  and  all  admis 
sion  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Commandery-in-Chief.
